Get New 
Holiday 

LONDON. Sept. 27 — (CUP) - 
All Univcrsjty of Western Ontario 
students will have a one week 
holiday from lectures and labora- 
tories at the begining of March. 
The break will give students a 
chance to relax, study, and consult 
professors, said Dr. G.E. Hall, 
president and vice-chancellor of the 
university. 

A committee of faculty members 
proposed the break, which received 
Senate approval last May, and 
becomes effective this year. 

Dr. Hall said staff members felt 
the second term was too long for 
professors and students in relation 
to the short first term. "There's 
not a very long period from the 
end of September, when the lectu- 
res start, to the end of lectures in 
December", he said. 

With the final examination ex- 
tending the second term from 
January to the middle of May. both 
the professors and students have 
almost five months of work with 
no break except Good Friday. 
Termed the "Faculty-Student Con- 
ference Week", the break is sche- 
duled to fall in the middle of tho 
long second term. 

CATCHING UP 

He stressed the opportunity for 
students to catch up on essays and 
studies, and for professors to mark 
examinations and help students. 

University registrar Helen M. V B. 
Allison said students are not to 
treat this week break as a holiday." 
"Its purpose is to give students 
time to clear up their courses and 
essays, and to consult their profes- 
sors about term tests. Students 
should stick close to the University 
and use their time for academic 
work".

When are we 
satisfied. with what we have, and for how long? A 
writer once remarked on the impression whichj the tra- 
veller receives from the villages and places of beauty 
which he sees from the carriage with windows. The 
houses are charming, the countryside lovely, there is a 
sense of peace about the place, everything, indeed ap- 
pears to stray along "the cool sequestered vale of life." 
But underneath the complacent exterior seethes a thou- 
sand vicious currents. Within the charming houses the 
drainage is apalling, the walls are crumbling, there are 
insufficient funds for repair, the family has just broken 
up and so on. To the traveller, this- village may be 
Utopia, and this cottage a "lordly pleasure house". He 
knows nothing of the actual situation. 

Is it pessimism to say that 95 percent of k life 
is a conspiracy against happiness? How often is plea- 
sure waiting round the corner? How often is the cup^ 
of pleasure snatched from us even as we lift it to our 
lips? Happiness is surely a relative term; one situation 
is better by comparison with another. Utopia is the su- 
preme aspiration of mankind ; it is realized only in the 
imagination,-and those who have tasted the fruits of 
Utopia, are merely reliving their dreams.

Students at-Quebec universities are often too embroil- 
ed in federal-provincial constitutional disputes over educa- 
tional Krauts to realize that there are other sources of 
university aid available to our hardpressed institutions. 
One such important source is business and industry. 

The Canadian-run Industrial Foundation on Edu«a-' 
tfdn has recently released a supplement to. its repnrt 
entitled "The Case for Corporate Giving to Higher Educa- 
tion". The facts it relates are chiefly. statistical in nature. 
Nevertheless, they are very interesting. 

For one, they show that Canadian and foreign busi- 
ness, industry, and foundations established by indus- 
trialists spent roughly ten and a half million dollars in 
grants to Canadian universities and colleges in the fiscal 
year ending in 1058. This is a handsome sum, indeed, 
when we consider that it is enough to run a university 
of considerable size. 

. On the other hand, the report, indicates that corpo- 
rate giving amounted to only ..'359 per cent of profits 
before faxes. In light of present income tax provisions 
for corporations which allow up to several per cent of 
profits to be tax free if they are spent as grants to educa- 
tion, the amount given is no hardship. 

It should also be noted that corporate grants are 
now seven times the amount given in 1946j whereas capital 
and operating costs have risen only four hundred per 
cent for the universities and enrollment has roughly 
doubled.

Big business and 
industry now play art important role in financing higher 
education in Canada. Compared with the 1916 level they 
are doing a tremendous job. It still remains that corpora- 
te giving could, and should, be more. Industry must 
realize that a tremendous amount of money is spent an- 
nually to produce graduates of a calibre suited for modern 
industry's needs. It should not shirk from paying its fair 
share of the cost.

Several innovations in the 
Freshman Physical Education Program seem to bear 
out this fact. 

When this writer entered McGill four years ago, there 
was a program similar to the present one, but different 
in many aspects. Swimming was not a prime considera- 
tion as many non-swimmers passed through McGill without 
ever swimming a lap. 

Thon a swimming requirement 

was put into effect — "all female 

students must take a swimmiiiR 
test during Freshman Week at 
McGill. Students who pass this 
test are frco to elect a course in 
advanced swimming, swimmers 
who fail the test must enroll 
for one term of beginner's swim- 
ming instruction.

Now students who fail to com- 
plete all or any. of the, four 
units are required to pay a fine 
of $25.00 when they register for 
their second year at the Univer- 
sity. 

Yesterday marked the begin- 
ning of the Freshman Athletic 
Program, the beginning of . a phy- 
sical fitness program for women, 
of learning new skills and im- 
proving the old. We hope that 
all freshmen learn before it is 
too late that you cannot, with a 
clear conscience, shun good 
health and athletic skills for 
$25.00.
